MR, J. R. STUBBS, North Austin Civic Club representative, presented a pe-
tition signed by ebout 1000 citizens, requegtinmg the Council to ask the Southera
Union Gas Compeny to establish Commnity Bill Pay-Stations in various parts of th
eity slepg the ssme lines as the City Urility Department 2nd the Southwestern Bel
Telephone Compsny. MR. WM. LAWLOR, Vice President of the Southern Union Gas
Company, stated the Company was making a study en thak matter at the present time|
and are trying to work out some contracts.

MR. PERRY JONES appeared, remresenting the applicant. He stated thet Mr,
Braswell had filed on record a restriction on this property limiting the amount
of building en it to B0% of the total srea, leaving 60% for off-street parking.
MR. JACK LINHART, 5410 Aurora Drive appeared in protest to the change of zoning,

stating the melghborhood was already built up and there was no need for eommercial

zoning in any part of it, The Zoning Boerd had recommended the Change, The
Mayor asked that all in favor of upholding the recommendation of the Zoning Board
and granting the change to vote UAYEW; those opposed vote "NO®, Roll call shewed
the follewing vote:

MR. A, H. VISCARDI appeared in interest of the request, stating there was
a creekr rumnning through the middle of the preperty, and by this reasson, it was
ruined fer residentlal.uses. He wanted to move & small building 18x30 on this
property for office buil ding fer real estate and ingwr ance purposes. There was
a discussion of the drainage of this property. The City Mmager stated this
wag 8 natural drainage there, Mr. Viscardi stated there was an eagsement on the
rear of 10% 7 for storm sewer dralmge, but stognent weter was alweys present.
¥o action wos taken on the zoning request, as the Councll wanted to inspect this

property personally.

In further disuvuasion of the drainagze problem brought out, in which the
water drained into the little creek through this preperty and became staznani,
the City Manager stated work was already being done to correct this situation,
which was ageravated by drainage from a fillipg station nearby.

‘ MR, MAX STARCKE, Chember of Commerce, asked reconsideration of the annexa~
tion pregram insofar as it was related to the industrial areas. He read a reso-
lution adepted by the Industrial Development Department of the Austin Chamber of
Commeree on Octeber 16, 1951, and also adopted at a subseguent meeting of the
Board of Directors, and he pointed out the resalis should the present aennexation
program go through. MR, C. B. SMITH outlined the historyof the Austin Ares Econo
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Foundation, and pointed out that the work and study of this foundation, and the
future planned indusiry would be Jeopardized under the pending program. Other
cities had adopted policies whereby the industrial areas adjacent to the eity
limites were given an opportunity of establishing themselves before being brought
into the eliy for tax purposes, and this type of pregrsm has been guccessful., He
cited am individuel case of the Ward Body Company who menufactures school bus
bodies, whiech company has just shout completed a 50,000 square foot building, A
major portion of the Ward Body Company plent will be brought into the city limits
end taxef.. He thought that prospectors looking ever the country for industrisl
sites weuld keep this case in mind and not select this asrea. He asked the Coumnci]
to consider the work and planning that had been done by the Chamber of Commerce.
MR. LESTER E. PALMER, Chairmar of the Industrisl Committee, msked consideration
of this matter by the Council, MR, HUBERT LEE, not connected with the Chamber of
Commerce, agein asked that a policy be consldered by which standards would be
fixed whereby people bduilding avound the eity would lmow vhat to expect with re-
gard o anmexation, and that the people interssted in snnexation would be given

e voice in the perticipation of whet the policy ghould be. MR. TRAVIS HOWARD
spoke stating he could rot find out where the Woundaries were. He was referred
t0 the Emgineering Depsrtment, MR, HARDY HOLLERS, representing the Miesouri Pa-
cific Railreed, outlined the amount of money, time, and thought spent by this in-
stitutier with reference to track frontege for industrial purpeses in the City,
and the amount of time it took to get the Bergstrom Spur in the hopes of bringing
industry inte that ares. He stet ed the Railread was not concerned about the taxesg,
but it wag econcerned sbout obtaining sites along its road to bring industries 1ntg
communities, and he asgled that this 600! strip aleg the railroéd track net be an-
nexsdat this time., He stated this 3} mile strip would freeze industriasl develep-
ment. Mr., FHollers said the Railroad Companies wuld not bring in any industry
thet wonld be detrimentel to the City or not be in lime with the Industrial Foundp-
tion. MR. BROWN ROBBINS asked the Council te consider what the group frem the Gthh
ber of Commerce was asking., MR. MALONEY pointed out there was terrific eompeti-
tion in the scuth and west in trying to get industry into the veriocus areas.
Auvgtin has 75 prospects now, and he was afraid thisz annexation program would scar
these prospects away. MR. PEARCE JCENSOK, representing the Capitol Livestoek
Auction Company, stated the Compemy did nd mimd the taxes, but aid mind the re-
strictlons, which restric tions would ruin thelr type of business in the city. He
pointed out the amount of money that was brought into central Texas through this
Company. He sasked that the company be given 10 years to amortirze its investment
bvefore being brought into the City Limite.

MR, JOF¥ CARRINGTON end MR. JOEN PAYRE appeared in the interest of those
desiring o widen Congress Avenue Bridge, and asked permission to stretch twe
benners sorogs the bridge calling attention te the people that this was a civie
problem, The City Maneger stated the 1ight peles would not be substantial enough:
to hold these bannere, but thaet other constructions could be placed there, After
digeugglon further details ae to size and wording of the sign and the matter of
the groupls being financiallyrespensible, taunéilmen White moveéd that thelity Mang-
ger ‘be imétructed to-méke preperatim for the sign at the group's expenge, and
thet the sign stay no longer than the time at which the Christmas lights are
strung, The motion, seconded by Councilmen MacCorkle, carried by the following

SILAS MAXWELL
asked thet no hasty action be teken unless it was fo dedicate this traet for park
purposes., Councilman Long meved that the request of S§t. David's Board be denied.

The City Manager stated the new Military District had leased the Dahlic
Building, and wanted possession or December 1, Tempoerary location for the Health
Department was found on Lavaca, the 0ld Wilmot home, ard he recommended to the
Council that this location be approved and rented on a monthly basis at $300,00
per month, uwntil the Department counld move on the property that is being obtsined
for the expension of the Hogpitel., Councilmen Long moved that the City Manager
be instructed to carry out the plans of releasing this lease, and that he go sheag
and rent this other property, the old Wilmot House, as recommended. The motion,
seconded by Councilman Johnsen, carried by the folloring vote:

WILLIE LEE, At
torney for the Gas Company, MR. WM. LAWLOR, Vice President, MR. V. A, McELFRESH,
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member of the firm of H, ZINDER and ASSOCIATES, consultants for the Gas Companys
MR. CLIFFORD BRANDT, 2lso of the H. Zinder Firm, and MR. C. H. ZACHRY, President
of the Southern Union Gas Company, all pregented testimony in the hearing,
Southern Union Gas Compeny filed ATTACHMENT "B® for the record.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:
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1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Lawless and Alford, the boundary of which ig described as follows:

Alley Working Spacé

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above
described property; thence in an easterly direction and
at right angles to the centerline of Bradford Alley 10
feet to a point; thence in a southerly direction and
parallel with the centerline of Bradford Alley approxi-
mately 40 feet to & point; thence in a westerly direction
and at right sngles to the centerline of Bradford Alley
to the east line of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to
the sald Lawless and Alford, hereilnafter termed "Contractor®, upon the
following express termg and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor will construct in the alley & guard rail within
the boundary lines of the above desdéribed space, such guard rail to be at
least 4 feet high and substantially braced and anchored.

(2). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barrlcades.

(3). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
dome dne to obstruction of any such storm water,

(). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all perlods of darkness
end provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(5). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materinls and other obstruciions on the sidewalk and street immedlately after
the necessity for thelr existence on sald sldewslk er street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewzlk,
barricades, materials, eguipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than December 1, 1951.

(6). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the condlitions demand 1t.

(7). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy eny part or all of sald space any
time with 1ts public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(8). That any public utility, or public or private property distultbed
or injured as a result of any of the activitlies necessary for the completion
of the constructioen work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, Cityforces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repairei
at the Contractor's expense.
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(9). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousend Dollars ($5,000.00), which shsll protect,
indemnify snd hold harmless the City of Austin from any claime or damages
to any person or property that may acerue to or be brought by any person
by reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor
by the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sldewalks,
pavement and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or
removed during the construction work and shall further guarantee the con-
struction of & walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the
space.

Councilman White offered the followlng resolution and moved its adoption:

WHEREAS, Carl Quick is the Contractor for the slteration of a building
located at 618 Congress Avenue and desires a portion of the sidewalk and
street space abutting the north part of Lot 5, Block 70, in the Originsl City
of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the alteration of the building, such
space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor,
therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE GITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinsbove enumerated be granted to sald
Carl Quick, the boundary of which 1s described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beglnning at the northeast corner of the above de-
scribed property; thence in an easterly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of Congress Avenue 4 feet;
thence in 2z southerly direction and parallel with the
centerline of Congress Avenue approximately 20 feet to a
point; thence in a westerly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of Congress Avenue to the southeast
corner of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Carl Quick, hereinafter termed “Contractor%, upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall erect within the sbove described working
space a solld fence buil& of not less than one-inch material and at least
8 feet in height (or extending from the sidewalk to the underside of the
present awning) substantially braced and anchored and to maintain same in
good condition at all times while the work is in progress. The Contractor
will be permitted to put a door in the barricade that will either open in or
slide parallel to the barricades, and at all times that material is being
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delivered or taken away from the bullding, & watchman shall be providsed to
warn pedestrians of approaching danger. The Contractor will also be permitted
to use two parking meter spaces for the delivery of removal of meterials
during construction work.

(2). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other publie utilities in the construction of such bharricades.

{(3). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water,

(4). That the Contractor shall place on the outside cormers of any
walkway, barricades or eobstructions, red lights during s8ll periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels,

. (5). That the Contractor shall remove a1l fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immedistely after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewglk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than December 15, 1951,

" (6). That the City reserves the right to reveke at any time any and.
all the privileges herein granted or to reguire the erection or imnstallation
of additional barrlers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(7). That the uses and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be excluslve ag against public needs, and the City] in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or 211 of sald space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(8). That any public utility, or public or private property, distunbed
or injured ag a result of any of the azctivities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for sald building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utillties, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractor's expense.

(9). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold hariiess the City of Austin from any claims or demages
to any person or property that mey accrue to or ¥e brought by any person
by reason of the exercise of abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor
by the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,
pevement and all other public propertiy and public utilities disturbed or
removed during the construction work and shall further guarantee the con~
gstruction of a walkway and other safegusrds during the occupancy of the space.

OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN MAY 6, 1937, AND IS RECORDED
IN BOOK ®K", PAGES 159-179, INCLUSIVE, OF THE
ORDINANCE RECORDS OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, BY AMEND-
ING SECTION 12(a) OF ARTICLE III AND SECTION 12(b)
OF ARTICLE III, RELATING TO TRAFFIC SIGNAL LIGHTS
AND STOP SIGN LOCATIONS; REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES
OR PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT HEREWITH; DECLARING
AN EMERGENCY AND SUSPENDING THE RULE REQUIRING THE
READING OF CRDINANCES ON THREE SEPARATE DAYS.

The ordinance was read the first time and Councilman Long moved thai
the rule be suspended and the ordinance passed to its second reading. The
motion, seconded by Councilmen White, carried by the followlng vote:

CITY OF AUSTIN; AND SUSPENDING THE ORDINANCE RULE
REQUIRING THE READING OF AN ORDINANCE ON THREE
SEPARATE DAYS.

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Austin has found that 1t is
necessary to stralghten and deepen the existing channel of Boggy Creek in order
to confine the fiow of water therein and to eliminate continuation of the
flooding which has frequently occured in the pasts and

WEEREAS, a part of saild creek, as the same now exists and as 1t will be
realigned, traverses the land hereinafter described; and

WHEREAS, it appears that the City of Austin, through its duly authorized
representatives, has negotiated with the owner of said land and has failed %o
agree with saild owner on the market value of an easement across sald land; and

WHEREAS, the City Council now finds that it is necessary for the City
of Austin to acquire sald easement through theexercise of the power of
eminent domain; Now, Therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the City Manager be, and he is hereby anthorized and directed to
file or cauge to be filed against 81l the owners and lienholders, 2 suit in
eminent domain to acguire an easement for an open drainage ditch in, on, and
across the following described property, to wit:

0.29 of one acre of land, same being out of and a part of
thet certain tract of land out of Outlot 28, Division B

of the Government Qutlots adjoining the Original Cisty of
Austin, Pravis County, Texas, according to a map or plat
of sald Government Qutlots on file in the Genseral Land
Office of the State of Texas, which was conveyed to Mrs.
Bertha Ulit by warranty deed dated June 1, 1934, of record
in Volume 503 &t pages 461-471 of the Deed Records of
Travis County, Texas, and is descrided as "sth Tracth in
said deed; which 0.29 of one scre of land is morse particularly
described by metes and bounds as follows:

BEGIKNING at 2 point on the north line of the said
Ulit tract as evidenced by the remaing of an old fence,
same being the south line of a tract of land conveyed to
Walter Watson, et ux, by warranty deed of record in Volume
965 at page 165 of the Deed Records of Travis County, Texas;
and from which point of beginning the northeast corner of
the sald Ulit tract bears N. 82° O4'E. 106.71 feet;
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THENCE S. 8% 521E. 210.68 feet to 2 point on the south
1line of the said Ulit tract, same being the north line of a
tract of land conveyed to H. J. Gipson, et ux, by warranty
deed of record in Volume 756 at page 436 of the Deed Records
of Travis County, Texas;

THENCE with the south line of the sald Ulit tract,
S. 81° 27'W. 60.00 feet to a point;

THENCE N. 8% 52'W, 211.32 feet to a point on the
rorth line of the said Ulit tract;

THENCE with the north line of the said Ulit tract,
N. 82% O4'E, 60.01 feet to the point of beginning.
